New Delhi, the 20th April, 1949. 

No. 34-T(37 j748. — -In their Resolution No. l(8)-44(l&)/48, elated 6th April 
1948 the Oov nieiit of Indiii announced, amongst other things, that the Tariff 
policy of Got unent will be designed to prevent unfair foreign oompetition 
and to proinotf the utilisation of India’s resources without imposing unjusti- 
fiable buiriens on the, consumer. The implementation of this aspect of their 
Industrial Policy has bean under consideration for some time. Having regard 
to the importance of the issues involved and the necessity to synthesise the 
needs of the divergent interests that are concerned, it has been 
decided that a Fiscal Commission be appointed to enquire into this mat- 
ter in cle.tail wiMi the following terms of reference: 

(1) To examine, in consultation with all the interests concerned, the work- 
ing of the policy of the Government of India with regard to the protection of 
industries since 1922 when the last Fiscal Commission reported; and 

(2', To make rocoinraendatious as to — 

(a) the future policy which Government should adopt in regard to protec- 

tion to and asalstuneo of industries, and the treatment and obliga- 
iions, of the industries which may be, protected or assisted; 

(b) the machinery required to implement such policy, and 

(c) any other rnatter having a direct bearing on the effective implemen- 

tation of this policy. 

(3) In considering these issues the Commission will bo free to distinguiah 
between short and long term aspects of the problem and also advise in the 
light of the country’s requirements, how far it would be desirable to undertake 
international obligations of the kind involved in the General Agreement on 
TariSs and Tj-ade or the Charter of the International Trade Organisation.
